Titletl7, Code of Federal Regulations, § 1.56: 

(a) fbatent by its very nature is affected with a public interest. The public interest is best served, and the most effective 
patent examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is aware of and evaluates the 
teachings of ail information material to patentability.
